All  infestations  so  far  have  been  associated  with  home  gardens 
and  other  noncommercial  fruit  or  vegetable  production  areas. 
Commercially  produced  fruits  and  vegetables  within  the  regulated 
areas  are  fumigated. . .and. .. shipments  directly  from  quarantined 
areas  of  California  to  Hawaii  (where  the  Medfly  already  exists) 
are  not  subject  to  the  controls.
